For the simple reason 
that we have no adequate means to make once and for all an end to the 
Marxist theories. 


Marx used a simple formula which I named the linen-coat one. As you 
will see, the basic formula I used to show that he was- wrong is even 
more simple as it is in the form that 2 apples * 2 apples - 4 apples.

In order to come to a more economical production on^fundamental 
system is a necsssity and this system has to follow the natural orga- 
nization. It would go too far for the moment to show this organization 
but to a certain extent, just as in the use of money we~ follow a natural 
organization without being aware of it. 

THE BASIS OF THE PRODUCTS FORMULA, 

It will be evident that one of the 

fundamentals of this new theory is the products formula . T here were 9 
basic questions which led to its formulation. As a product was taken a 
cpmmon building brick, an essential human made product and which could 
be called the cornerstome of our human civilization.

You have only to read chapter X,The Working Day, in Capital to come 
to the understanding that Marx was convinced that with such people as 
the then industrialists and capitalists it was impossible to talk. The 
only way was to do away with them, They used the religion to keep the 
masses ignorant and under fear. 

Workers of the World* " unite. n was? his slogan. Little he could fore- 
see^ somthlng as the combination AFoL-CIO.And the uses and misuses Labor 
made with its newfound Power. 

Even 100 years back in all the European countries many people were 
found who could not read and write. 

Science made invention on invention because with the better educa- 
tion of the masses and Edison became a possibility. 

The difference between an educated and a non-educated man is that 
the educated man needs more of what we call the luxeries of life. Science 
was capable of delivering that. The Churches acted still as a kind of 
balance, because there are only a few people in this world who can really 
come to the conclusion that man is superior , even on this planet. 

Marx has played an enormous role but his theories have become gra- 
dually a danger for the evolution of the human standard of living. 

Our explanation of space and time do not coincide with these of 
Einstein s Ideas and Opinions ( see his latest book ) but which does- 
not mean that his relativity calculations are wrong.
